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1 . Claims 25-31 , 40-45, and 52 have been elected for examination and Claims 46- 
51 remain withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 25-41 , 40-45, and 52 in the reply filed 
on March 7, 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no 
burden on examiner to examine both groups. This is not found persuasive because the 
two groups are distinct inventions and pose a serious burden to examine both groups. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 25-31 , 40-45, and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

Applicant failed to adequately teach how to make and use an output multiplexer 
(or a logic to multiplex) to output data from memory blocks out of the memory cluster, 
and it would require an ordinary skill in the art undue experimentation to develop such 
means. 
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5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-31 , 40-45, and 52 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
